UK switch 
from pique 
to caress

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
adminis tration, as part of an effort to 
reassure Israel about U.S. intentions 
in promoting Arab- Israeli peace 
negotiations, has. pubKdy pledged to 
coordinate all moves with Israel and 
other U.S. friends in the region. 

On Thursday, the State Depart- 
ment underlined its irritation with 
Israel’s speedy rejection of a list of 
Palestinian candidates to participate 
in a joint delegation with Jordan, 
The department noted pointedly 
that Israel does not have a veto over 
U.S. policy. “Hus is not the way we 
proceed,*’ the department’s acting 
spokesman, Robert Smalley, had

Man knifes children at bus stop 
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But on Friday, the tone of Smal- 
ley’s briefing had changed. There 
was no further talk of any “veto 
power." Instead, Smalley and other 
U.S. officials sought to reassure 
Israel, 

“We are not talking about an 
adversarial relationship,” he said. 
"Hus has no place in our ties to our 
friends.” 

Smalley said the U.S. "will be 
consulting with Israel and our other, 
friends in the region as we make our 
decisions regarding the peace pro- 
cess.” 

Still, the spokesman noted that 
the U.S., in the end, will have to 
make up its own mind about a meet- 
ing with a joint Jordanian- 
Paiestinjan delegation. 

“Let me just say that we have a 
relationship of mutual trust and con- 
fidence with Israel which is mutually 
profitable on a wide range of issues,” 
he said on Friday. -

HAIFA. -The Health Ministry is to 
begin a mass immunization prog- 
ramme today to immunize children 
against infectious hepatitis following 
the dysentery outbreak in the 
Bayside suburbs here. 

The ministry intends to inhocoJate 
all children between the ages of five 
and 10 from die townships which 


were supplied with contaminated 
water. 


These are Kiiyat Yam, Kiryat 
Motzkin, Kiryat Bialik. Western 
Kiiyat Haim, Kiryat Shmuel and 
Tsur Shalom. 


The ministry spokesman said' 
family dinks would be open today, 
tomorrow and Tuesday from eight in 
the morning until six in the evening, 


non-stop. Parents are asked to bring 
their children’s inoculation cards 
with them. 

The spokesman added that the 
dysentery outbreak itself was on the 
decline and only a few new cases had 
been reported over the weekend. 

Meanwhile the ministry has 
lodged a formal complaint with- the 
Broadcasting Authority over what it 
maintains was Israel TV’s refusal to 


broadcast an official warning on its 
main 9 o’dock news last Sunday. 

The ministry said a prompt broad- 
cast of the warning to the Bayside 
residents - to boil all drinking water 
before use - might well have pre- 
vented many children from getting 
sick. The warning was broadcast on 
the late news bulletin, when many 
people would not have seen it, the 
ministry alleged. 


Anti-apartheid riots spread 


JOHANNESBURG. - President 
. P.W. Botha declared .a state , of 
' emergency yesterday in 36 riot-tom 
cities and towns, giving police broad 
new powers to quell unrest. It is the 
first emergency proclaimed sinoe the 
SharpeviUe massacre in 1960, when 
police shot 69 antd-ppartheid protes- 
tors. 

The declaration empowers police 
to make arrests without warrants 
and impose curfews and detain sus- 


pects indefinately for interrogation. 
It is aimed at curbing growing anti- 
apartheid rioting that has left more 
than 450 blacks dead in 10 months. 

At a funeral for four black riot 
victims in Duduza, a township east 
of Johannesburg, a mob of blacks 
stoned and beat to death a black 
woman suspected of being a police 
informer, win esses said.. Then the 
mob piled grass and twigs on the 
body and set it on fire - almost a 


ritual in crowd killings of suspected 
"collaborators.”

v Reagan, eager to work, quits hospital after operation 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan, saying he felt great but 
restless to get bade to work, left 
hospital yesterday after a one-week 
stay following major surgery for foe 
removal of a cancerous tumour. 

"I’m feeling great, but I'm feeling 
a little restless,” Reagan said in his 
weekly radio address shortly before 


leaving Bethesda Naval Medical 
Centre by helicopter for a 20-minute 
ride to foe White House. 

Reagan, at 74 foe oldest president 
in U.S. history, said he was eager to . 
get hack to work, particularly to help 
resolve foe U.S. budget stalemate in 
Congress. 

Tie White House said on Friday^ 


that Reagan was to return to the 
White House by motorcade. But at 
the last minute yesterday the White 
House decided a helicopter was best. 
No explanati on for foe chang e was 
offered. 

‘Tm eager to get back to work,” 
said Reagan, speaking in a hoarse 
voice. The president is due to meet 


Chinese President li Xhmirian at the 
White House on Tuesday. 

. As be left hospital holding hands 
with his wife Nancy; Reagan was 
cheered by scores of naval officers 
and sailors. 

He then flew to foe White House, 
where he was greeted by prominent 
administration officials.

As women’s conference ends 

Israeli delegate says v 
apartheid is anti-Semitic 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP). - An 
Israeli delegate on Friday conde- 
mned South Africa’s apartheid poli- 
cy as abhorrent and anti-Semitic as 
foe UN Decade for Women confer- 
ence debated resolutions equating 
Zionism with racism. 

At foe Nairobi University cam- 
pus, dozens of women from all over 
the world staged an anti-Israeli de- 
monstration, waving placards saying 
‘Down with Zionism.” 

A larger group protesting apart- 
heid - South Africa's legalized race 
segregation system - rained at the ' 
' university after- police refused to 
allow a march downtown. The pro- 
testers were led in a sang by black 


nationalists from the African 
National Congress and' the South 
West African People’s Organiza- 
tion. 

Since a foiled coup in 1982, public 
political demonstrations cannot be 
addin Kenya without police permis- 
sion. 

At the UN conference, the 
Netherlands delegation became the 
first country, after four days’ debate, 
to speak in strong support of les- 
bians. 

And a militant women's group 
Friday sent a petition to Kenya’s 
government appealing for the re- 
lease of prostitutes who, the group

Leak may endanger 
Israel-Soviet i

The leaked report of a meeting 
between the Israeli and Soviet 
ambassadors in Paris last week 
could jeopardize a carefully en- 
gineered process possibly lead- 
ing to a rapprochement with the 
Soviet Union including freer im- 
migration of Russian Jews to 
Israel, a source involved in the 
process said last night. 

The tuning of foe leak was espe- 
cially unfortunate because foe new 
leadership in Moscow is still in a 
period of consolidation. Mikhail 
Gorbachev, foe new Soviet leader, 
may see foe leak as a sign of a 
political weakness which would 
make foe Israelis untrustworthy bar- 
gaining partners, the source indi- 
cated. 

The official Tass news agency in 
Moscow issued a strong denial of the 
radio report. Tass said: ‘Hie Israel 
Radio fabrications about a mythical 
proposal that has allegedly been con- 
veyed by the USSR's ambassador to 
France to Israel's ambassador to 
Paris, just as the pronouncements 
ascribed to the Soviet ambassador, 
are totally groundless.” The report 
did not deny that foe meeting had 
taken place. 


The leak, reported by Israel radio 
staffer Shimon Shiffer, alleged that 
in the meeting between Israeli 
ambassador Ovadia Softer and Soviet 
ambassador Yuli Voronitsov, foe 
Russian had offered a deal which 
would allow a large number of Soviet 
Jews to leave the Soviet Union for 
Israel (and not other countries) in 
return for Israeli flexibility in nego- 
tiations over foe Golan Heights and 
cessation of anti-Soviet propaganda. 
The radio report added that accord- 
ing to Softer’ s report of foe conversa- 
tion with Voronitsov, the Soviet en- 
voy had said he hoped to succeed 
Soviet ambassador to Washington 
Anatoly Dobrimn. 

Several reliable sources said last 
night that details such as Voronit- 
sov’s alleged revelation of his ambi- 
tion made the radio report suspect. 
Western diplomatic sources ac- 
quainted with Soviet procedure said 
foe third-band report of Voronit- 
sov’s conversation sounded entirely 
out of character for the vast majority 
of Soviet envoys. 

The Foreign Ministry in Jeru- 
salem, for its part, issued a laconic 
statement saying that “meetings be- 
tween Israeli and Soviet diplomats 
have been taking place for some 
time,” without confirming that the 
Paris meeting last Wednesday had 


taken place. But several sources did 
confirm this, saying, however that 
foe report that Softer had sent back to 
Jerusalem was far more muted in 
tone than the radio report. 

The cabinet is scheduled to discuss 
foe issue in its meeting this morning. 
Many ministers are expected to de- 
mand an investigation into who 
leaked foe report to foe radio. 

Much of foe discussion in foe 
cabinet is expected to be devoted to 
recriminations about the leak; but 
that dealing with how to repair any 
damage done by the radio report will 
probably be discussed in the Ministe- 
rial Defence Committee that is sub- 
ject to military censorship. 

Sources involved in the process of 
Israeli-Russian rapprochement said 
they still have good reason to hope 
that there will be eventually some 
breakthrough in relations with the 
Soviet Union. 

Other sources indicated that re- 
newing full diplomatic relations be- 
tween Israel and Russia was not 
necessarily in foe interest of either 
side. 

The Soviet Union started to allow 
large numbers of Jews to leave the 
Soviet Union only after diplomatic 
relations were severed following the 
Six Day WAr in 1967. The Soviet

Ministry angry at envoy’s report on meeting

The Foreign Ministry is angry at 
Ambassador Ovadia Sofer for not 
having classified his cable from Paris 
“top secret.” Ministry sources said 
Sofer gave the cable only a regular 
level of secrecy - and as a result it 
was disseminated to a relatively 
large number^of aides and officials. 

The sources said that while Softer 
was not suspected of having leaked 
the cable himself, the wide distribu- 
tion -which was foe automatic result 
of his low classification decision - 
had “virtually invited a leak." 

These sources described Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
Director-General David Kunche as 
"shattered” on Friday when foe 
cable was broadcast on Israel Radio. 

Gideon Rafael, retired director- 
general of tire Foreign Ministry, told 
The Jerusalem Post that Soviet 
ambassadors “may have various 


traits that are not so endearing. But 
they’re not charlatans. They are foe 
most disciplined and highly trained 
diplomatic corps in foe world.” 

Meanwhile, a veteran Israeli di- 
plomat with long experience of 
Soviet contacts has cast serious 
doubts about the accuracy of 
Ambassador Ovadia Sofer* s cabled 
account of his meeting with Soviet 
Ambassador Yuli Voronitsov in 
Paris. 

There were four “improbabili- 
ties,’’ Rafael said, in Softer’s account 
of foe conversation as reported by 
Israel Radio: A Soviet amahswmHnr 
would not criticize his own country's 
foreign policy (the break with Israel 
in 1967) as “mistaken” and “emo- 
tional” — especially as the architect 
of that policy, Andrei Gromyko, has 
not been ousted but rather has been 
promoted to the state presidency. 

A Soviet ambassador would not 
disclose foe iikelibood of his immi- 


nent departure from Paris, just 
weeks before the new leader, 
Mikhail Gorbachev, is dne to pay an 
official visit to the French capital. 
Nor would a Soviet ambassador 
speculate aloud about foe possible 
replacement of Ambassador Anato- 
ly Dobrynin in Washington only 
months before the Gorbachev- 
Reagan s ummit. 

A Soviet ambassador would not 
speak in terms of a “package deal”. 
The invariable term used in Soviet 
diplomacy is “reciprocity." 

A Soviet ambassador would not 
explicitly agree, when challenged, 
that be had omitted to mention the 
Palestinian issue deliberately in his 
presentation on Soviet-Israeh prob- 
lems. 

Rafael implied that Sofer may 
have, perhaps unconsciously, attri- 
buted to his interlocutor remarks 
that he himself bad made during the 
conversation.

BE’ER TUVIYA (Itim). - Tat-Aluf 
(res.) Oii Bar-On, fatally injured in 
a car accident last Thursday, was 
buried in a military funeral Friday in 
die cemetery at this moshav, near 
Ashkelon. He was 60 years old. 

Thousands, including ministers 
Yitzhak Rabin, Ariel Sharon, Aiye 
Nehamkin, and Moshe Arens and 
other MKs, attended the funeral. 

Since 1977, Bar-On served as 
adviser to Ariel Sharon mainly hand- 
ling affairs of the West Bank settle- 
ments. 

He is survived by his wife, three 
children, and grandchildren. One of 
his sons was killed in a car accident in 
Sinai nine years ago. 


Author of ‘man who 
never was* hoax dies

LONDON. - Ewen Montague, a 
leading member of British . Jewry- 
and author of the famous “Man who 
Never Was" intelligence hoax dur- 
ing World War Two, died here on 
Friday aged 84. 

A prominent lawyer, who held 
several official posts in the Jewish 
community, including the presiden- 
cy of the United Synagogue from 
19S4 to 1962, Montague is best re- 
membered for die wartime hoax. 
This involved arranging for a body, 
purportedly that of a British officer, 
to be washed ashore in Spain car- 
rying false military plans designed to 
divert German attention from Allied 
plans to invade Sicily. 

The story was the subject of a 
best-selling book and movie, "The 
Man who Never Was," and the ex- 
ploit earned Montague a QBE.

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No agreement on public sector firings 

Histadrut, govemmenl 
on collision course

tft. AVIV. - The government and 
the trade unions are again on a 
confrontation course. With the 
negotiations over public sector dis- 
missals and wages at an impasse, the 
intervention of Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres appears to be the only 
way of avoiding labour disruptions 
by mid-week. 

Peres, Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i and Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Ressar are due to 
meet today in an effort to reach a 
compromise. 

A spokesman for the prime minis- 
ter yesterday told The Jerusalem 
Post that there was still no official 
confirmation of die meeting, but 
said that it would probably take 
place. He added that the trio would 
meet tomorrow if the meeting does 
not take place today. 

Meanwhile, the Histadrut central 
committee will meet tins morning to 
review the lack of progress in the- 
negotiations. In the afternoon, the 
strike committee under the chair- 
manship of Trade Union Depart- 
ment Chairman Haim Haberfeld is 
due to consider its next steps. .* 

Within the next two days, the 
governing bodies of the Civil Service 
Union and the Clerical Workers Un- 
ion, the two largest public sector 
unions, are due to meet to draw up 
plans of action. 

On Friday, Gerical Union head 
EhahuReiffand Civil Service Union 
head Reuven Ben-Ami announced 
that they were suspending their par- 
ticipation in tiie talks with the Treas-' 
ury, due to what they said was the 
Treasury’s refusal to consider their 
proposals. 

Speaking after an emergency 
meeting of the secretariats of the two 
onions, Reiff and Ben- Ami also cal- 
led for the resignation of Moda’i. 
Statements made by Moda'i last 
Thursday - such as his charge t hat 
one-quarter of public sector em- 
ployees do not work - have in- 
creased unrest in the sector and 
make Moda’i incapable of bong part 
of a solution, Ben-Ami said. 


The talks between the Treasury 
and the trade unions broke up in 
deadlock on Thursday. After more 
than two weeks of talks, the sides 
have failed to agree cm how to go 
about thinning out the public sector 
work force, with the unionists accus- 
ing the Treasury of refuting to con- 
sider their proposals for avoiding 
large-scale dismissals. 

The major point of disagreement 
is the Treasury’s refusal to revise the 
payments “work expenses,” such as 
clothing and transport. The unions 
maintain that these payments must 
be increased to keep up with infla- 
tion, as provided for in the 
framework labour agreements. 

The Treasury's refusal to increase 
the payments means, in effect, float 
the government's emergency de- 
crees are in force, despite an under- 
taking by Peres that they would be 
suspended, the unions say. 

Another issue that has yet to be 
clarified is whether public sector 
workers will receive a 14 per cent 
wage supplement with their next 
salaries. The supplement was de- 
rided on last week in an agreement 
between the Histadrut and the pri- 
vate sector employers. But Moda'i 
has so far refrained from signing an 
order extending the agreement to 
the public sector. 

The issue will have to be derided 
by Wednesday, when the govern- 
ment computers begin processing 
data for next month’s wage pay- 
ments. 

No dates have been set for further 
meetings between the Treasury and 
the trade unionists. Histadrut 
sources said last night that there 
appeared to be little option but for 
Peres to step in and attempt to 
resolve the disputes. Failing that, 
they said, work slowdowns, stop- 
pages and wildcat strikes could begin 
by mid-week. 

Haberfeld said on Friday that the 
Histadrut expected every employer 
to pay the wage supplement with 
next month’s salary. Amy employer, 
in either the public or the private 
sector, refusing to pay will receive an 
“active response” from the Histad- 
nxt and the workers, he warned. 


Employers’ head: 

No place in industry for 
all dismissed gov’t workers

Industry will not be able to absorb 
all the dismissed pnblic sector work- 
ers, and will fire its own workers as a 
result of government budget arts. 
Industrialists’ Association President 
Eli Hurvitz told Israel radio on Fri- 
day evening. 

“There is a demand for certain 
types of workers in industry, as you 
can see from newspaper ads,” he 
said. “But if 3 per cent of the civil 
service work force is fired, we will 
not be able to employ all those 
people.” 

Cots in government spending 
mean fewer orders for industry, be 
said, thus firms will have to fire 
workers, as is already happening in 
the electronics industry, he added. 

The industrialists have reserva- 
tions about the economic program- 
me, he said, but they have decided to 
express them in closed sessions 
rather than in public for fear of 
weakening the government and des- 
troying the programme’s chances of 


success. 

“We would have preferred a prog- 
ramme which dealt with problems of 
the capital market, among other 
things,” he said. “I do have to say, 
though, that the level of unemploy- 
ment in the existing programme is 
less than in any other programme I 
know,” 

One danger of the programme is 
that it might strangle economic 
growth, he said, “None of us know 
what conditions for investment will 
be like. It’s okay to plan economic 
growth as a poor country, putting 
many things off until later, but at 
least let’s get to the drawingboard 
and plan for the future.” 

He pointed out that high interest 
rates are allowing people to ex- 
change dollars for shekels and invest 
the shekels at monthly interest rates 
which surpass what they could get in 
foreign markets. The other tide of 
the interest-rate coin, he said, is that 
what industrialists supposedly gain 
from salary erosion will be exceeded 


by the increased cost of credit.

Jerusalem press photographer 
Rahannm Israeli's version of how he 
was beaten by policemen earlier this 
month is not completely accurate, 
according to an interim report sub- 
mitted to the police inspector gener- 
al over the weekend, by a police 
investigating team. : " “* 

Based on the testimony of dozens 
of witnesses, the report concedes 
that force was used against Israeli. 
But it says it is unclear whether he 
was beaten, or whether he was 
“pushed” and “dragged.” 

The bruises Israeli suffered were 
caused by the strong grip police used 


to arrest him, the investigators be- 
lieve. The report said that while he 
was being held at the Yarkon police 
station, Israeli “acted strangely.” 

Prior to the incident involving 
Israeli, Police Minis ter Hahn Bar- 
Lev was £ven the names of 14 
policemen, including- one officer, 
who had been convicted at least 
three times of using violence. Bar- 
Lev has met with four of them and 
plans to meet the others to learn why 
they used excessive force. 

The police force is considering 
firing policemen found guilty of un- 
justifiable violence on numerous 
occasions.

Beirut fighting 
continues 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian and 
Moslem gunners fought artillery 
duels across the Green Line dividing 
Beirut yesterday, the fifth day of a 
Syrian-sponsored security plan 
aimed at ending 10 years of dvil war. 

Houses and apartment blocks on 
either side of the 5km. line were hit 
in the fighting, the worst since the 
security plan for West Beirut was 
implemented last Tuesday. 

The security plan for West Beirut 
was endorsed early tins month by 13 
Modem leaders, and in c lu ding , those 


Moslem leaders, and in c lu d i ng 
of three feuding Moslem militias. 
But Christian soldiers and militi a s 
who control East Beirut, the seat of 
the Christian-dominated govern- 
ment, were not immediately in- 
cluded. 

Syria last week despatched six 
army officers to help supervise the 
West Beirut ceasefire, hailed as a a 


success by newspapers representing 
file three fending tactions. At least 


29 more officers are due shortly from 
Syria, powerbroker among most 
waning militias in the civil war. 

Backstage talks encouraged by 
Syria have so far failed to secure an 
agreement betwen Christians and 
Moslems on which leaders should 
attend Damascus-chaired talks. 


The next official opeacontact be- 
tween Israel and the Soviets is due to 
take place in mid-September at the 
start of the UN General Assembly. 
For the last two years, the Israeli 
foreign minister has met with former 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko during the time of the 
Assembly. If Gromyko's successor, 
Eduard Shevardnadze agrees to 
meet Shamir, it wifi be an indication 
that the Soviets still have hopes of 
continuing die dialogue. 

Meetings between Soviet and 
Israeli officials win continue, but do 
not necessarily mean that diplomatic 
relations will be resumed, Soviet 
journalist Victor Lewis told Israel 
radio yester. He and four Israeli 
officials whose views were broadcast 
on the programme had afi been in- 
terviewed (separately) before the 
official Soviet denial of file meeting 
between the Israeli and Soviet 
ambassadors in Paris. 

“The meeting on the ambassado- 
rial level was a big sensation among 
western diplomats here, but Soviet 
diplomats have reacted far more 
calmly,” Victor Lewis said. “These 
occasional consultations are related 
to (he summit meetings with Presi- 
dent Mitterrand and President 
Reagan, where the Middle East wfli 
surely be on the agenda... Former 
foreign minister Gromyko met with 
your foreign ministers in the past, so 
why shouldn’t there be a meeting 
between our new foreign minis ter 
and his Israeli counterpart? That 
doesn’t mean diplomatic relations, 
or any other particular issue, wifi 
necessarily be discussed.”

Speaking on radio and TV over 
the weekend, Corfu said he under- 
stood die parent’s deep pain anH 
sorrow, but since the reason for the 
accident was known, and the bus- 
driver was beiself iriTW i u, the acd- 
dent, he saw nothing that might be 
achieved by further investigation. 

Corfu will meet with the parents 
this week and if they still insist on a 
commission of inquiry, he win bring 
their request before the full cabinet. 

The collision, which claimed the 
lives of 22 people - 19 of them 
children — was the- result of a com- 
bination of factors, .Professor Moshe 
Livneh, head of the goverment 
appointed team that investigated the 
accident, told TheJerusalem Post. 

Livneh, who on Friday submitted 
an appendix to the earlier report on 
the disaster to Corfu, said it would 
be very difficult to lay the blame on 
any single person or circumstance. 
'In the second report,- the inquiry 
team concentrated on four main 
issues: the legality of the road lead- 
ing to the fatal level crossing near 
Moshav Habonim; the responsibility 
for safety at the crossing; safety at 
other unprotected road-rail junc- 
tions; the amount of driving experi- 
ence of Egged bos driver Ruth Davi- 
dov. • 

The inquiry team found that the 
dirt road leading to the crossing and 


tlten to the Habonim beach had been 
constructed illegally 19 years ago. 
No evidence of a request for a con- 
struction permit had been found. 

The team was also very critical of 
the Hof Hacannel Regional Council 
which, it said, had failed to fulfil its 
obligations for the upkeep of the 
road and the crossing - despite 
.numerous requests from both the 
Israel Railways and the Transport 
Ministry. 

The railways had on several occa- 
sions informed the regional reimril 
that the level crossing warning signs 
on the approach road were insuffi- 
cient. But, despite these and other 
warnings, the council took no action.. 

Nevertheless the investigators 
held that Israel Railways itself had 
failed in its duty by not following up 
the w arnin g? and checki ng that the 
work it had requested had been 
carried out. 

Livneh emphasized that the 
approach to the level crossing was 
especially difficult for large vehicles 
because there was a sharp rig ht- han d 
curve followed by a slope leading up 
to the railway line. 

He said that although the railways 
was not responsible for the actual 
upkeep of the crossing, it was re- 
sponsible for ensuring safety there. 
If it was not satisfied about safety at 
this particular crossing, it should 
have applied to the road transport 
controller for an order to dose it to 
vehicles. 

The investigating team also check- 
ed general safety precautions at 10 
other unprotected level crossings 
along the line from Nahariya in the 
north to Yad Mordechai in the 
soufo, and found at least two were in 
a similar state to that at Moshav 
Habonim. livneh said there were

Unifil soldier tries to smuggle gun

TEL AVIV. - A Unifil soldier’s 
attempt to smuggle a revolver into 
an S AS plane at Ben-Gurion Airport 
was foiled and the man was turned 
over to the force's police, well- 
placed sources said last week. 

The soldier, whose name has not 
been released, belongs to the 
Norwegian battalion. He was to 
have left on that plane on Wednes- 
day morning for Copenhagen. After 
clea ring passport control, he put his 
bag on a conveyor belt and the x-ray 
machine revealed the revolver hid- 
den in a big transistor. The gun was 
. not loaded. 

The security officer called the 
police who detained the soldier for 
questio ning . He . was held until a 
Unifil officer arrived to take him 
away. 


Porters, meanwhile, unloaded all 
the luggage from the 5AS DC-8 in a 
search for the soldier's baggage 
which had been put into the hold. 
This search delayed the plane's take- 
off by an hour arid 45 minutes - 
without the Unifil man . 

A Unifil official expressed satis- 
faction that the soldier had been 
caught. Unifil units completing their' 
tour of duty usually pack their equip- 
ment into containers which are sea- 
led before being sent across the 
border to Israel, and are opened 
only after the flight reaches its des- 
tination.

NAIROBI. - The time was late 
evening. The majority of delegations 
to this UN conference on the Decade 
for Women had already packed up 
and gone home. The desks of the 
. delegations were empty of people, 
still littered with the paraphernalia 
of discussion - ear-phones, pam- 
phlets, papers, peas, microphones, 
bottles of mineral water. 

After the main business of the day 
had been completed, with both Syria 
and the PLO having had their say to 
a packed plenum, Israel had deman- 
ded the right of reply. 

The task was left to Tamar Eshel, 
and she sat at the table in the almost 
empty ball, writing her short speech 


in long hand. Behind her was the 
Syrian table, where there had usual- 
ly been a female deputation. But for 
this task, two beige-suited men were 
brought into action. 

Behind them, was the U.S. de- 
legation, which had also requested 
right of reply to Syria. 

Tamar was given the microphone. 
Assad's hands, she told the plenum, 
were steeped in the blood of 
thousands of men. women and chil- 
dren of his own country. “Terror is 
your way of life, in Syria and with- 
out. Anybody who doesn't agree 
with you pays with his life.” 

The Syrians - and the few other 
delegations - were electrified. One 
of the beige-suited gentlemen 
jumped up. waving his card furiously 


to indicate be wanted to speak. 
“Point of order.” 

Conference President, Kenya's 
Margaret Kenyatta was in the chair. 
“The delegate of Israel will con- 
tinue," she ruled. 

Eshel carried on: "You have fi- 
nanced, fed. equipped and trained 
dozens of terrorists groups to sow 
death and destruction across the bor- 
der in Israel. 

“The word peace is anathema to 
you - you are openly leading resist- 
ance to any rapprochement, any 
attempt to sir together and resolve 
the problems of the Middle East 
conflict." 

Zionism, Eshel told Assad, is the 
Jewish people's national liberation 
movement. 


The faces of the two Syrian gentle- 
men were dark with anger. Re- 
plying, the Syrian could hardly ar- 
ticulate his words, so great was his 
fury. 

Perhaps as hurtful to the Syrians 
was the support for Israel given 
immediately afterwards by the U.S. 
delegation’s Nancy Reynolds, advis- 
er on women's affairs, who said in 
quieter but no less forceful words: 
“Syria has refused to play a part in 
the peace process and is responsible 
for the lack of progress towards 
peace. Syria is also responsible for 
bloodshed in Lebanon. 

"The U.S. for its part will con- 
tinue to act to achieve a comprehen- 
sive peace in the Middle East. ” 


Police chief admits violence 
sometimes gets ‘wink or nod’

Police officers sometimes bint to 
the men under their command - with 
a wink or by turning a blind eye - 
that the use of violence is permissi- 
ble, Police Inspector-General Rav- 
Nitzav David Kraus told Israel 
Radio yesterday. 

Kraus said such officers will be 
asked to answer for the violence of 
their subordinates, and that police- 
men with complaints against them 
for violence will be re-eyaluated and 
dismissed from the force where 
appropriate. 

He said ambiguous commands by 
officers - in which men are told not 
to be violent but encouraged by 
other means to use violence - have 
occurred occasionally, but will not 
be tolerated. 

Professor Menahem Amir , a cri- 
minologist at the Hebrew Universi- 


ty, said violence is an occupational 
disease among policemen, who see 
certain kinds of behaviour by civi- 
lians as insulting to them and their 
authority. 

Police violence in Israel is not 
'new. he said: it is merely more 
visible now. “It started against West 
Bank Arabs, then Israeli Beduin, 
then other Israeli Arabs, then 
Sephardi Jewish criminals, then 
Sephardi Jews who weren't crimin- 
als.... Now it has reached the Ashke- 
nazis, who are middle-class people 
who stand up for their rights. When 
the victim is a journalist or a lawyer 
or a journalist's son, it becomes a 
public issue." 

Moshe Tiomkin, formerly police 
commander in Tel Aviv and now a 
civilian, said violence by police des- 
troys the public faith in the police 
force, without which maintenance of 
law and order is impossible.

TEL AVIV (Itim). - A local police- 
man was charged in the magistrate’s 
court here on Friday with assaulting 
and injuring a spectator at Yad 
Eliahu stadium.

As far as Israel's Youth. Hostels 
are concerned you’re always young, 
and they have a letter from the 
Golden Age Club of Beersheba to 
prove it. 

"There's no age limit." says Meir 
Nitzan, director of the Israel Youth 
Hostel Association. Just as impor- 
tant to those planning a family holi- 
day is the fact that most of the hostels 
have family rooms, which are often 
as comfortable as those at a modest 
hotel. 

Typical of the nicer hostel is that. at 
Bin Gedi, built into the difiside with 
a broad terrace overlooking the 
Dead Sea. Here families occupy 
rooms that are separated from the 
dormitory quarters, which is espe- 
cially important in a youth hostel 
where what might at first seem to be 
a nice quiet place to relax can be 
transformed within minutes by the 
arrival of a group of screaming 
adolescents of whatever nationality. 

On the other band, for families 
with children, it is often a relief to 
know that one's own kids are not the 
only ones running around, making 
pests of themselves. Nor should one 
forget that here there are no expen- 
sive fixtures to break or furniture to 
soil. 

The meals, too, served kibbutz 
style in the large adjoining dining 
room, are likely to appeal more to 
children than a long drawn-out hotel 
dinner, with elaborate place set- 
tings- The food tends to be plain, but 
surprisingly good. And at the price 
they go for, it is no tragedy if the 
children don’t eat. . 


The prices, which indude all bed- 
ding, are IS6.100 per adult and 
IS3,200 per child, with meals ranging 
from IS3.200 for breakfast to 
IS6,100 for a full meat meal. Non- 
m embers must pay a surcharge of 
IS1 ,730 per night , but a family mem- 
bership, good for a year, may be 
obtained at the YHA, 3 Rehov 
Dorot Rishonim, Jerusalem (Tel. 
02-22073), for IS28,600. 

To inquire about room in a speci- 
fic hostel, one should call the hostel 
itself. Among the hostels that Nitzan 
specifically recommends for families 
at this time of year are Safad (067- 
31086), Rosh Pina (067-37086), 
Poria, near Tiberias (067-50050) and 


■ KSryat Tivon (04-931482), all in the 
north. 

For families wishing to visit Jeru- 
salem, he suggests the youth hostel 
at Kiryat Anavim (02-539770) and at 
Bin Kerem (02-416282). The latter is 
an especially beautiful hostel, 
housed in old buildings. At the Dead 
Sea, there are Ein Gedi (057-84165) 
and Massada (02-84349), which re- 
cently fitted out a number of family 
rooms. 

Desert trekkers will enjoy the 
Beersheba hostel (057-71490), 
which has the added advantage of a 
swimming pool. Finally, even a visit 
to Eilat (059-72358) can be made 


without too great a cost and that 
hostel is air conditioned. 

Just remember to call in advance 
and make sure there is room. Each 
hostel has its own rules about babies 
and very small children, though most 
don't like to take children under 
three. It is also well to ask if the 
hostel closes in the middle of the 
day. Some do, but many do not. 

Tourists from abroad should also 
keep in mind that the YHA has a 
wide variety of touring programmes 
which include anything from car ren- 
tal to unlimited travel on Egged 
buses.

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Hope fades for 63 missing 

150 known dead in north Italian dam burst 


STAVA. - The official death toll in 
the north Italian dam burst rose 
yesterday to 150, with 63 people still 
missing, as w 

the cause of the disaster.' 


Thousands of firemen , police, sol- 
diers and volunteers searched for 
more bodies in the sea of sludge 
which engulfed the dolomite hamlet 
of Stava on Friday, sweeping away 
three hotels and about 20 houses. 


One woman was found alive after 
spending IS hours buried to her neck 
in sludge. Seven other survivors 
were rescued Friday but officials said 
there was little hope of finding any- 
one else alive. 

Local residents angrily blamed the 
authorities for failing to prevent the 
disaster. 


"I want to see someone in hand- 
cuffs by this evening," a local jour- 
nalist shouted at an impromptu news 
conference by Elveno Pastonrello, 
director of National Civil Defence, 
in Tesero, a village next to Stava. 

A local priest told television re- 
porters: "Certain things can be 
avoided. There should have been 
more careful checks on the dam. " 

Some officials said the collapse 
was due to a failure in the clam's 
overflow system, but others linked it 
to a nearby mine. 

The earthwork dam, built 20 years 
ago, enclosed two lagoons which 
were used by a local company, to 
treat flourite, a mineral extracted 
nearby from which flouride is de- 
rived. 

Magistrates from the provincial 


capital of Trento yesterday ques- 
tioned the proprietor of the mineral 
company which managed the la- 
goons. 

One local official said he believed 
that chimical residues in the lagoons 
had been absorbed by the surround- 
ing limestone and the dam had 
steadily weakened until it gave way. 

Pastorello declined to express any 
opinion on the causes of the col- 
lapse, but told reporters: “Checks 
should have been carried our reg- 
ularly. Something obviously broke 
down somewhere." 

Fresh teams of rescue workers 
yesterday relieved scores of firemen 
and soldiers who worked through 
the night sifting through the wreck- 
age of the hotels and houses for 
bodies. 


Exhausted troops took turns to 
rest in pine woods overlooking the 
disaster area. 


Officials said they expected bodies 
to be found in the slime for the next 
several days. 


The dam break was the' latest 
natural disaster to strike Italy, whose 
people have suffered through floods, 
fires and earthquakes in recent 
years. 


In three terrifying minutes on the 
night of October 9. 1963, the town of 
Longarone. in the shadow of Mount 
Toe, northeast Italy, was virtually 
wiped out, when a gigantic wave 
swept over Vajont Dam following a 
landslide. The known death toll was 
put at 1,917. (Reuter, AP)

WASHINGTON (AP). - After 
months of rigorous testing and a 
highly publicized, nationwide 
search, Christa McAuliffe, a teacher 
at a New Hampshire public school, 
was selected Friday to fly into orbit 
aboard the space shuttle. ' 


McAuliffe, 36, whose selection 
was announced by Vice President 
George Bush, will be the first Amer- 
ican aboard the shuttle to have no 
industrial or political ties to the 
space programme. 

BaTb&Ta Morgan of McCall- 
Donnelly elementary school in 
McCall, Idaho, was named as stand- 
by, to go on the flight if McAuliffe 
cannot. 

McAuliffe broke into tears at the 


ann ouncement, saying, “When that 
shuttle goes up, there might be one 
body, but there’s gonna be 10 souls 
that I'm taking with me.” 

She was selected from among 10 
finalists to fly on the Challenger in 
January. The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration says she 
will be America’s first private citizen 
to fly in space, although representa- 
tives of private industry have been 
on previous space shuttle missions 
conducting experiments. 

McAuliffe, a social studies teacher 
in Concord, teaches a course on 
“The American Woman.” She said 
she plans to keep a journal similar to 
those of the pioneers who went West 
.on Conestoga wagons in the 19th 
century. 


Bangladesh gov’t frees journalists’ union head 


DACCA, Bangladesh (AP). - The 
Bangladesh government Friday 
freed the president of the Bang- 
ladesh Federal Union of Journalists, 
jailed after journalists allegedly ran- 
sacked a pro-government newspaper 
office here, local police officials said. 

Police arrested Habibur Rahman 
Milan after a group of journalists 
dismissed from the Bengali daily 
newspaper The Janata allegedly ran- 
sacked the paper's Dacca office on 
Thursday. 

The paper, considered a mouth- 
piece of the ruling Janadal (People's 


Party), laid off many of its em- 
ployees because of wage disputes 
dating back to February. 

The union, which denied involve- 1 
ment in the vandalism, has urged 
management to rehire the journal- 1 
ists. 


NEW DELHI (AP). - At least 14 
people have been killed and 30 
wounded in bloody Hindu-Moslem 
violence since Friday night in the 
western Gujarat state -despite an 
agreement to end five months of 
protests over government welfare 
schemes for lower castes, news re- 
ports said yesterday. 

Ten of the deaths occurred Friday 
night in the walled sector of Ahme- 
dabad, where widespread rioting, 
arson, bomb blasts, stabbing and 
stone-throwing were reported, 
according to the mass-circulation 
Hindustan Times. 

Sectarian violence continued 
yesterday, leaving four dead, the 
United News of India reported. The 
news agency said one of the victims 
was shot by police and the other 
three were stabbed. 

The slayings took place after the 
government of Gujarat state 
announced on Friday that it had 
reached agreement with student-led 
.agitators on ending their agitation 
which began February 18. 

Tbe agitators have been protest- 


ing a state government plan to in- 
crease job and education quotas for 
lower castes. 

About 240 people have been kil- 
led in the five-month protest. Most 
died in clashes between upper and 
lower caste Hindus, between Hindus 
and Moslems, and police and protes- 
tors. 

Gujarat's top elected official, 
Chief Minister Amarsinh 
Chandhaxy, reported to the state 
assembly Friday about the agree- 
ment on ending the agitation, and 
said it was reaheed after his govern- 
ment conceded to all demands made 
by the agitators. 

Among the concessions was the 
suspension of a plan to increase by 18 
per cent the quotas in government 
jobs and college education for lower 
castes until a “national consensus" is 
worked out on the issue, Chaudhary 
said. 

The 18 per cent hike in quotas 
would have taken to 45 per cent the 
number of seats reserved in colleges 
and government employment for the 
socially disadvantaged. 


STOCKHOLM (AP). - Stockholm 
businessman Leif Stenberg told re- 
porters Friday he still hasn't cancel- - 
led the order for his own coffin, but 
he feels "terrifically well” with an 
American-made artificial heart tick- 
ing away in his chest. 


Doctors said 53-year-old Sten- 
berg, the first non-American to get a 
permanent artificial heart, had prob- 
ably recovered as much as its tech- 
nology would allow. 


T have found out that quality of 
life has a new dimension, that indeed 
the best things in life are free," the 


former used car salesman told repor- , 
ters in a lecture hall of Stockholm's 
Karolinska hospital. 

“Now I enjoy every minute with 
my new heart. Small things like a 
walk among flowers," he said, re- 
sponding steadily, in Swedish and 
English, during a news confer- 
ence which ran on for three times its 
scheduled 30 minutes. 

Norwegian heart specialist Dr. 
Bjame Semb, who implanted Sten- 
berg's new heart last Easter, told 
reporters his patient might theoreti- 
cally be able to undergo its replace- 
ment with a transplanted human 


heart “within weeks," although no 
suqb operation was scheduled. 

“I think this is the utmost degree . 
of recovery one can expect with this 
device at the present stage," said 
Semb, who also attended tbe news 
conference. “I do not think the pa- 
tient can improve much more.” 


Stenberg. dressed in slacks and a 
sports coat, walked slowly into the 
lecture hall, carrying the six- kilo 
compressor which powers his heart. 
He sat, legs crossed and one hand 
dangling his eyeglasses, while he 
talked.

‘If the EC fails to take satisfactory 
action on citrus by October 31, 
1985," Yeutter's statement said, 
‘both sides acknowledge that the 
U.S. reserves the right to retaliate 
against the EC’s discriminatory tariff 
treatment on U.S. citrus exports." 


The truce was reached after jtalks 
between Yeutter and Willy de 
Clercq, the EC's commissioner for 
external affairs. 

Under the truce, the U.S. sus- 
pended an increase in duty on im- 


ported Italian pasta, which President 
Ronald Reagan ordered as a retalia- 
tion against the Europeans' failure 
to act on citrus. 

The Europeans cut their subsidy 
on pasta by 45 per cent. They also 
dropped a proposed increase in their 
duties on U.S. lemons and walnuts, 
which was to have been retaliation 
for the U.S. move on pasta. 

Frans Andriessen, the EC’s com- 
missioner for agriculture, had said 
that these measures could be warn- 
ing shots in a trade war. . 

Both sides agreed to go on talking 
about the citrus issue, which dates 
back to 1973. That was when the 
Europeans decided to lower their 
tariffs on imported citrus from 
Mediterranean countries. 


MONROVIA (Reuter). - Soviet di- 
plomats in Liberia were yesterday 
preparing to leave following die 
arrest of 14 students caught passing 
military information to Russians last 
week and Liberia’s decision to cut 
ifolomatic ties. 

m the most serious of a series of 
diplomatic incidents between Liber- 
ia and Russia since the country's 
leader Samuel Doe seized power in a 
1980 coup, the West African state 
on Thursday gave the diplomats 72 
hours to leave. 

A Foreign Ministry statement ac- 
cused the Soviet Union of gross 
interference in Liberia’s internal 
affairs and said its own diplomats 
had been recalled from Moscow. 

Political analysts said the expul- 
sion order marked a new low in 
relations between the two states and 
is the culmination of a clear Liberian 
drift away from Russia towards the 
West since the coup. , 


Ortega challenges U.S.: 
Prove we support terror 


* 


MANAGUA (AP). President 
Daniel Ortega on Friday rejected 
U.S. claims that his government 
backs terrorists who are planning 
attacks on Americans in neighbour- 
ing Honduras and challenged the 
U.S. to prove its claims in the Inter- 
national Court of Justice. . ■ 

Ortega was speaking to tens of 
thousands of Nicaraguans gathered 
in tire capital’s main plaza to cele- 
brate the sixth anniversary of the 
revolution that brought the leftist 
Sandinistas to power. “Nicaragua 
neither supports nor provokes nor 
encourages terrorism,” he told the 
crowd. 

Ortega accused the U.S. adminis- 
tration of encouraging state terror- 
ism by providing aid to rebels fight- 
ing to overthrow the Sandinista gov- 
ernment. 

“Who blew up the fuel depots In 
Conn to? Who mined the ports? 


Who bombed Sandino Airport? 
Who are the terrorists? The govern- 
ment of the United States or the 
Nicaraguan people?” Ortega asked 
the crowd, which he estimated at 
500,000. 

His remarks referred to a number 
of major attacks tbe U.S.-supported 
rebels, also known as Contras, have 
mounted over the past three years on 
Nicaraguan targets. 

Many came in buses and trucks 
from outlying provinces to hear 
Ortega speak in the plaza near Lake 
Managua. They chanted Sandinista 
slogans such as “No pasaran,” - 
• •“They will not pass” - and “Aqui, 
alia, el Yanqui morira” - “Here, 
there, the Yankee will die." 

Unlike previous years when top 
officials from leftist or Third World 
countries flew to Managua for the 
anniversary, only minor foreign offi- 
cials attended Friday’s ceremony.

“not a pretext for direct U.S. milit- 
ary action. Absolutely not.” 

The note said the U.S. has indica- 
tions of preparations being made for 
Nicaraguan-supported terrorist 
attacks against U.S. personnel in 
Honduras. • 

Smalley said U.S. officials had 
learned of threats' against specific 
targets. Tbe U.S. will react accor- 
dingly to any such attacks, the note 
said. 


The declaration allows residents 
whose homes and businesses were 
damaged in the fires to apply for 
government loans. 


Fires have charred more than 1.25 
milium dunams in the state, killed 
three people, destroyed 200 homes 
and 60 vehicles and led to at least 25 
million ip insurance claims. 


Meanwhile, firefighters on Friday 
battled a 405- dunam blaze that 
sprang from a campfire just as it 
seemed that northern California's 
fire problems were ending.

Evidence of explosion builds in Air-India crash

NEW DELHI. - Investigators probing last 
month’s Air-India crash believe the plane's main 
electronic components failed simultaneously, 
reinforcing suspicions that the aircraft exploded in 
ffie air, an Indian news agency said Friday. 

The United News of India, quoting sources 
close to a government inquiry, said investigators 
determined the simultaneous system failure after 
e xamining the plane’s cockpit voice recorder and 
the digital flight-data recorder , retrieved last week 
from 2,040 metres beneath the Atlantic off Ireland. 

The Boeing 747 plunged into the Atlantic some 
191 kilometres southwest of the Irish coast, killing 
all 329 people aboard. The aircraft disappeared 
from radar scopes at Shannon International Air- 
port without the pilot issuing a distress call. 

According to UNI, the two flight recorders, the 
transponder, which is a radio navigational aid, and 
the air-data computer all stopped functioning at 
the same moment It quoted the sources as saying 


that such a massive failure indicated only two 
explanations for the crash: an explosion or a 
structural fault. 

The agency said investigators doubted a structu- 
ral fault because the plane bad been in service for 
about 10 years and had shown no sign of excessive 
wear. Airline officials told reporters last month 
that tbe plane had undergone a thorough technical 
inspection only weeks before the crash. 

UNI said Indian, Canadian and American in- 
vestigators were unanimous in their conclusion 
about the system failure. U.S. and Canadian 
experts have been assisting in analyzing the two 
recorders. 

One of the U.S. investigators on Friday said 
wreckage from the jet holds the key to the mystery 
of the crash. “Without wreckage analysis we will 
not come to any conclusion as to what caused the 
disaster,” an expert from the U.S. National 
Transportation Safety Board said. 


Tbe official Soviet news agency Tass Friday 
ridiculed a British newspaper’s suggestion that 
fa Hm g debris from a Soviet spacecraft might have 
caused the crash. 

“It seems there are always people who would 
like to put the tag ‘made in USSR’ on every red 
brick that might fall from an old balcony of a 
London or New York honse bn the bead of a 
hapless passer-by,” a Tass news analyst wrote. 

An article in Friday's Daily Mail of London by 
the newspaper's defence correspondent Harvey 
EDfott said British and U.S. intelligence investiga- 
tors believed the Air-India jet crash might have 
been caused by a collision with jettisoned Soviet 
booster rockets which had failed to bum up in the 
atmosphere. 

A spokesman for the Defence Ministry in 
London said he was not aware of any British 
investigators considering such a theory. (AP. 
Reuter).

Wahrman was speaking at the 
stah-'umul conference of Mitzva, 
the League for Family Rights. Mitz- 
va adyocates mediation rather than 
litigation Is times -of marital crisis 
and contends that divorce can be a 
civilized dissolution pf partnership 
mstead of an ugly and protracted 
courtroom battle. 

' Mitzva president P errin a Peli criti- 
cized the rabbinical courts for not 
exercising the power vested in them 
to dissolve a marriage when either 
the husband refuses to grant, or the 
wife refuses to accept, a get. She and 
other speakers emphasized that 
although the rabbinical courts can 
force a husband to divorce his wife 
when they are convinced of the justi- 
fication of her appeal, they tend to 
rule against the woman. 

Mitzva national board member 
Dr. Stanley Levin pointed out that 
the rabbinical courts do not always 
side with the man. In one case in 
which a wife had been awarded cus- 
tody of the children, the husband 
appealed to the rabbinical court tha t- 
cukody be transferred to him be- 
cause the wife's lover was a violent 
man who was dangerous to the safety 
of both the woman and her children. 

The lover had beaten the woman 
and had been sentenced to six 
months in prison for trying to run 
over one of the children. Although 
there was written evidence to sup- 
port the father's appeal, the rabbi- 
nical court, after sending a social 


worker to investigate, denied him 
custody because there was no reli- 
gious school in the area where he 
lived. 

Even when the rabbinical .court 
decides in favour of divorce, Wahr- 
man said, “It has virtually no power 
to enforce its decision.'’ Many 
women go outside Israel to obtain a 
civil divorce, which is not recognized 
h alacfaically; any future relationship 
they have with a man is adulterous. 
Some women don't even bother with 
the civil divorce. 

By refraining from employing its 
power, Wahrmaa implied, die rabbi- 
nical court is contributing to the 
birth of mamzerim. 

There is a haladric provision for 
annulment of marriages torn asun- 
der by intractable problems. Levin 
cited the case of a 30-year marriage 
ann u l led in the U.S. by the foremost 
halachic authority. Rabbi Moshe 
Feinstein. The husband had been 
receiving psychological treatment 
before the marriage. The wife 
claimed that she had not been told 
that he was under treatment, and 
had she known, she probably would 
not have married him. Since the 
husband could not be persuaded to 
give his wife a get, Feinstein, 
weighing the irreconcilable differ- 
ences between the couple, annulled 
the marriage. 

Although monogamy is now the 
rule in Israel, there are circum- 
stances under which a man who is 
technically married can receive a 
rabbinic dispensation permitting 
him to take another wife without 
either divorce or annulment

A civilized dissolution

national board member and 
mediator, said that in the case of a 
man who has been given a release, 
he is not absolved from providing a 
get for the wife from whom he is 
separated. He must deposit a bill of 
divorce with the rabbinate, which 
she is free to collect if she so desires. 

Mitzva is now associated with the 
Bandy Steiner Centre for Single Pa- 
rent Families, which was established 
four years ago at Ben-Gurion Uni- 
versity of the Negev. 

Director of the centre Dr. Solly 
Dreman said that “Divorce rates in* 
Israel are catapulting.” and in the 
past year have increased by 71 per 
cent. 

He said that by the end of the 
decade 40-60 per cent of children will 
have lived in single parent units, with 
war accounting for fewer broken 
homes than divorce. In 1983 there 
were 25 .(XX) marriages in Israel and 
4.500 divorces. 

The Bandy Steiner Centre, which 
deals with unmarried mothers and 
divorced and widowed parents, eu- \ 
gages in research, training of profes- 
sionals and intervention with an edu- 
cational thrust. 

A lot of problems can be pre- 
vented, declared Dreman, by pre- 
senting single parents with informa- 
tion which will enable them to deal 
with normative situations. 

Parents are brought together for 
15 1^-hour group sessions in which 
they can share their anxieties and 
conflicts through role playing, 
catharsis and discussion. The groups 
are heterogeneous. All the sessions 
are video-taped for research pur- 
poses. 

A common problem faced by di- 
vorced parents of qhildren between 
three and six years old is that chil- 
dren of these ages tend to blame 


themselves for the split in the mar- 
riage. They think that if they behave 
themselves their parents will get 
back together. Parents who cannot 
live with each other, emphasized 
Dreman, must educate their chil- 
dren that “it's not vour fault." 

The parents themselves, when 
they separate, go through terrible 
emotional trauma, he added. There 
are periods of denial and depression, 
which are “nonnative phenomena", 
and then the parties become angry at 
anyone and everyone - the ex- 
spouse, parents, children... the 
whole world is to blame for their 
predicament. This too is normal. 

At the Bandy Steiner Centre staf- 
fers advise the people participating 
in their programme not to fight for 
custody or maintenance when they 
are depressed. “We tell them ro wait 
till they're angry," disclosed Dre- 
man. “so that they can use their 
energy in a constructive way.” They 
are also advised not to rush off to a 
psychologist as soon as they detect 
changes in their behavioural pat- 
terns, because this could all too 
easily “turn a normative problem 
into a psychological catastrophe." 

One of the factors in the centre's 
success is that it is located on the 
university campus. The university 
has an air of neutrality dear of the 
stigma which attaches to consulting a 
lawyer or a psychologist. The group 
atmosphere is healthy because it 
enables participants to meet others 
who are going through the same 
process. In any single group there 
ate people who have not yet initiated 
divorce proceedings, people who are 
newly divorced and people who have 
been divorced for 10 years or more. 
Partidpants often continue the ses- 
sions by themselves after the group 
has officially disbanded. 


A NEW approach to helping couples 
get a divorce is now available, 
through Yahad (Together) 1985, 
Inc., the Institute for Divorce by 
Mutual Consent and for Marital 
* Peacemaking. 

“The ethics of lawyers are diffe- 
rent from those of psychologists," 
psychologist Naomi Mor explained 
at a recenfpress conference at which 
the work of Yahad was introduced. 
“The lawyer, whose job is to help his 
client in an adversarial way, tends to 
increase the tensions and conflicts 
which we, as therapists, want to help- 
decrease. Yahad will bring all the ' 
professionals together in a team so 
we wiH all be pulling in the same 
direction, instead of at cross- 


purposes. 

Following an intake appointment 
in which the staff assesses the con- 
pie’s needs, one of 13 treatment 
plans is chosen. Each plan is a pack- 
age, ranging in price from SI ,500 to 
S5,000, and includes a specified 
number of meetings with psycholog- 
ists, social workers, lawyers, an eco- 
nomic adviser and other profession- 
als, as well as sessions at civil or 
rabbinical courts. If additional meet- 
ings or court sessions are required, 

an added fee is rhargeri. 

What if one spouse is unwilling to 
come for treatment? Dafiia Amir, 
the social worker who is Yahad's 
project coordinator, explained that 
the institute is not geared for long-

term treatment, and a minimal 
amount of agreement between the 
spouses is essential for Yahad's 
method to succeed. 

Yahad will work not only with the 
couple, but with the entire family, 
Amir added. “We want to minimize 
the trauma children face. The legal 
act of divorce does not necessarily 
put an end to the fighting between 
die parents. Some couples continue 
to use their children as weapons in 


their fight against each other long 
after both have remarried and 
started raising new families. 

“If adults want to fight, that's their 
problem, but when they ruin their 
children's' lives in the process we 
have to intervene on the children's 
behalf.” 

Retired judge Yitzhak Shilo said 
there are three ways couples can 
approach divorce’. “The most 
reasonable among them reach an 


agreement on their own and come to 
court with a fait accompli. They 
don’t need Yahad. At the other 
extreme are couples who enjoy the 
fight and think that divorce isn't 
divorce without a few years of litiga- 
tion. recriminations and making 
each other miserable. They won’t 
come to Yahad either. 

"The couples who will come are 
those in the middle, those who want 
a divorce but are confused and need 


help in finding a way to do it as 
quickly and cleanly as possible.” 

The therapists at Yahad will try 
marriage counselling techniques to 
keep the couple together before de- 
riding that the best way to help the 
couple is to ease the divorce process. 
“No court has ever made marital 
peace,” Shilo said. “For marital 
peace, yon don’t need a court and 
you don't need Yahad. You need a 
little flower shop or a nice res- 
taurant.” 

He added that for the past 20 
years, since he visited the U.S. and 
saw the court system there, he has 
been advocating the establishment 
of family courts in Israel. Though 
some of the women's organizations 


and others have supported the idea, 
it has never gotten off the ground for 
political reasons, and now, he said, 
the economic situation will make it 
an even more distant dream. He 
hopes Yahad, which employs the 
same interdisciplinary approach tha t 
impressed him in family courts, will 
be something of a substitute. 

What about couples who cannot 
afford Yahad’s services? Dafna 
Amir replied: “We hope to be able 
eventually to share our knowledge 
and experience with organizations 
like Wizo and Na’amat so they can 
use similar methods with the people 
they help.”

MONICA KULLMAN, 29, wants 
to stay at home as a housewife and 
mother, but because of Sweden’s 
income redistribution programme 
and push for equality between the 
sexes her family can’t afford to live' 
on her husband's income. 

She went to court seeking public 
financial aid, but lost her claim. She 
now faces an uphill battle against 
what some say is the demise of the 
Swedish housewife. Swedish 
women have been leaving their tra- 
ditional domain in the home since a 
string of equal rights laws was enacted 
in the 19705. A recent labour depart- 
ment study said that Sweden now has 
the highest rate of gainfully em- 
ployed women in the western world 
- almost 80 per cent of women of 
working age. (In the U.S. the figure 
is 61 per cent and in the Netherlands 
35 per cent, according to the study.) 

At present rates, some experts 
calculate, the era of the Swedish 
housewife will be history within 10 
years. 

Critics point to polls in dicating a 
majority of women would prefer to 
stay at home with their children. But 
many of their families, like Monica 
Kuflman’s, would fall below the 
Swedish poverty line if they did. 

Women’s move into the labour 
market has brought parallel in- 
creases in public outlays for . chil- 


dren's day car?, which the governing 
Social Democrats consider essential 
if women are to be equally em- 
ployed. The number of pre-school 
children in public day care has in- 
creased from 20 per cent to 64 per 
cent during the past 15 years, official 
statistics say. 

Changes in Swedish society have 
also been furthered by the strength 
of the women’s liberation .move- 
ment. “Most female politicians are 
careerists with no urge to stay at 
home,” housewife Catarina Runske 
told the Associated Press. “They, of 
course, find it hard to represent us,” 
said Runske, a leading member of 
Famfl j ekampanj en , an independent 
organization struggling for what it 
calls the family's best interests. 

Sweden is one of the richest coun- 
tries in the word, with an extensive 
public welfare system based on tax- 
ing and redistributing income. 

A faixifiy’s income is taxed to sup- 
port day care regardless of whether 
or not the family uses it, and a 
one-income family gets no special 
support either in grants or any major 
tax breaks. On the contrary, a 
woman who stays at home with her 
children will receive a minimum 
from the national health insurance 
and other public insurances because 
such compensation is based on her 
earned income. (AP) 


IN THE 10 years since the UN 
prodamatton - df the -international 
women's decade, the status of 
women in Spain has changed rad’cal- 
fy. 

But the director of the 
government-funded Women’s Insti- 
tute fears that some gains made by 
woYnen since the end of the author- 
itarian 1939-75 regime of general 
Francisco Franco may be slipping 
away. 

Since 1978, Spanish women can 
legally buy contraceptive pQls and 
sue for divorce. In addition, as soon 
as a new bill is signed into law, they 
will be able to undergo abortions in 
case of proven danger to their 
health, malformation of the fetus, or 
pregnancy resulting from rape or 
incest, though the Spanish Roman 
Catholic conference of bishops has 
threatened them with excommunica- 
tion if they do. 

But . Carlota Bustelo, a former 
Socialist deputy and current head of 
the Women’s Institute, says the tiny 
percentage of women in tugh places 
in Spanish public life and private 
business is “absolutely ridiculous." 

“If we really want to achieve a 
democratic society in Spain,” she 
said, “women are going to have to 
occupy more derision-making posi- 
tions.” 

Bustelo is heading Spain's nine- 
member delegation to the UN con- 
ference currently underway in 
Nairobi, called to evaluate the gains

made in women's rights since “the 
decade began. 

A report prepared by the institute 
shows that women make up 30. 1 per 
cent of the work force in Spain, up 
from 27.6 per cent a decade ago. It 
also demonstrates that women con- 
tinue to occupy the lower paid, no- 
power jobs. 

“Women are often the first to 
suffer in times of serious unemploy- 
ment," Bustelo said. “Then the tra- 
ditional notion comes to the fore that 
they should be home anyway tending 
the children." At 22.7 per cent, 
Spain's unemployment rate is the 
highest in Europe. 

During part of the Franco era. 
working women who married were 
obliged to quit their jobs. 

Although the Socialists were 


swept into power in October 1982 on 
what appeared to be a progressive 
platform, the number of women in 
parliament and in important govern- 
ment positions remains basically un- 
altered since the first post-Franco 
elections in 1977. 

Women bold no ministerial posts. 
There is one woman secretary- 
general and 10 directors general. 

One of the more “remarkable” 
findings of the report. Bustelo said, 
was the dramatic decrease in t^e 
fecundity’ rate of Spanish women. 

In 1975, Spanish women bore 2.8 
children, on the average. Today the 
figure is 1.7. 

Bustelo attributes the decline in 
the birth rate more to economic 
pressures than to easy access to fami- 
ly planning information. She said 
there were only 256 public family 
planning centres in the nation of 38 
million people. 

On the other hand, clandestine 
abortions number between 250,000 
and 300,000 a year, according to the 
raosr reliable statistics. 

Unlike France and Italy, where 
basic legislation permitting abortion 
included provisions for payment by 
national health programs, the Span- 
ish bill is only a modification of a 
Franco-era penal code. 

Until necessary action is taken by 
the health and labour ministries, 
abortion will only be available to 
women who can afford the high price 
of private Spanish medicine. (AP) 


France: Breaking into the bourse 


FRANCE’S first woman stockbrok- 
er, 43-year-old Sylvie Girardet, was 
recently accepted into the exclusive 
realm of the small but fast-growing 
stock exchange in the southeastern 
city of Lyons. 

Women were allowed back into 
the French Bourse only in 1967, after 
a 261-year ban introduced on the 
grounds that money dealing 
attracted women of “doubtful repu- 
tation.” 

It has taken nearly 20 more years 
for a woman stockbroker to appear. 

The daughter and granddaughter 
of stockbrokers, Girardet told Reu- 
ters in an interview: “In the old days 
I used to have to wait for my father 
outride the entrance of the Bourse.” 

The closed stockbroking fraterni- 
ty is traditionally a family business 
protected by the stringent contfihons 
required for the job. “To become a 
broker, you must have 2 million 
francs ($214,000), be approved by 
the 100-member ruling body and 
also pass a difficult examination be- 
fore being nominated by the Finance 
Ministry,” said Girardet. 

She regards her nomination as a 
matter of course, as she has run a 
brokerage house with her father, 
now 75, for more than five years, and 
is his natural successor. 

The great boom on the Paris 


Bourse in the late 1970s has led to a 
modernization of the profession. 
Brokerage houses have opened their 
doors to new professionals, includ- 
ing women. 

However, most professionals 
agree that the French Bourse still 
fractions in a very archaic way, and 
women are still in a tiny minority, 
with only three female assistant 
brokers in the seven French stock 
exchanges. 

“Lyons’ total transactions in a 
year are equivalent to only two or 
three days of business on the Paris 
Stock Exchange,” says Christine 
Lalande, recently hired by a broker- 
age firm as a law specialist. 

Paris itself is 36 times smaller than 
Wall Street, and it seems that it will 
be some time before a woman stock- 
broker is admitted to the Paris 
Bourse. 

At least that is the impression 
given by Yves Flomoy, former chair- 
man of the Stockbrokers’ Associa- 
tion, who said with a smile: “We 
mustn't be too quick in depriving 
Sylvie Girardet of her uniqueness 
among us. " (Reuter)

“To be good at synchronized 
swimming you have to be a gymnast 
in the water, to have the strength of a 
swimmer and the grace of the diver," 
she added. Points are awarded by 
judges' panels as meticulously as in 
figure-skating or diving. 

Dr. Katz first won a Maccabiah 
gold medal in 1961, when she won 
the 100 m. butterfly for the U.S. and 
was a member of the winning relay 
team. In 1957, she was third in the 
400 m. freestyle. She has since been 
a team manager and coach at later 
Maccabiahs. Her brother. Paul Katz 
won Maccabiah swimming medals in 
three Maccabiahs. 

Dr. Katz said that there was great 
potential for synchronized swim- 
ming in Israel. The sport is strenuous 
but is also extremely aesthetic. It has 
no age limit. 

The shapely champion has just 
published a book. “The Water Exer- 
cise Techniques Workout." which 
has already been translated into 
Hebrew_-She previously wrote a 
bestseller, “Swimming for Total Fit- 
ness.” She believes that exercise in 
water is therapeutic. 

“It is good for the heart and lungs, 
and for persons suffering from bad 
back ailments," Dr. Katz said. 

Dr.- Katz obtained her doctorate 
from Columbia University in geron- 
tology and leisure studies, and has 
been a professor of health and 
physical education since 1964. She is 
a member of President Ronald 
Reagan's Council on Physical 
Education, and is a personal ac- 
quaintance of bis and Mrs. 
Reagan's. The president was a keen 
swimmer and lifeguard when he was 
young. 

She believes that he should go in 
for water tharapy after he leaves 
hospital.

Steeds and riders shone

TEL AVIV. - It is not usual to 
associate immigration to Israel with 
horses. 

It thus came as a surprise when six 
magnificently groomed steeds en- 
tered the Ramat Gan Stadium car- . 
rying fiagbearers for the 12th Macca- 
biah Opening Ceremony this week. 
Three of the riders were women - 
Shirley Hirscb and Karen Mac, both 
immigrants from England, and Nan- 
cy Zeithn who came here from the 
U.S. and has the ambition to ride in 
the Olympics for Israel. 

It was the first time that dressage 
horses have appeared in any Macca- 
biah Opening Ceremony. The 
50,000 crowd admired the masterly 
horsemanship of the classically 
attired riders, who were granted no 
prior publicity by the Maccabiah 
organisers. 


• It was an especially sentimental 
ride for Shirley Hirsch. the daughter 
of Lionel Shalit, who died two 
months ago. A veteran of British 
Maccabi, Shalit participated in every 
Maccabiah from the first to the 11th. 

The hoises, which took part in four 
years, also came, on aliya, hailing 
from Holland, Germany, France 
and Britain. The other riders at the 
festive opening were Kenny Lalo, 
Ady Leibowitz and Ran Weinstein. 

The horses, which took part in four 
rehearsals, know instinctively when 
it is the big day, Shirley Hirsch told 
me. "They love to show off and 
perform, although they were ner- 
vous because of the crowds and 
bright lights,” she added. 

Their controlled parading de- 
served every clap - and the waterme- 
lon they received as their reward.

RAMAT GAN. - Wrestler Rubin 
Candiotti. 46. the one-man team 
from Guam at the 12th Maccabiah. 
has in turn been free-style wrestling 
champion of Hawaii, Israel and 
Guam. This is Candiocti's fourth 
Games over a 24-year period. He 
competed twice in American colours 
and twice in those of Guam., the 
Pacific island which has been his 
home for the past decade. 

Candiotti. a physical education 
teacher, won bronze medals as a 
heavyweight in both free-style and 
Greco-Roman wrestling in the 1961 
Games. Four years later, he took a 
silver in free-style in the 7S-kilo 
class. 

After the 7th Games, Candiotti 
stayed on in Israel, getting a job as a 
wrestling coach with Hapoel Re- 
hovot. He won the Israeli national 
championships (78-kilo free-style) in 
1966. and that year also captured a 
gold medal in the same category at 
the Hapoel Games. 

There are some 100 Jews among 
the 107,000 residents of Guam, Can- 
diotti reports. Many of them are 
servicemen in the big U.S. military 
base there and consequently there is 
a big turnover in the tiny commun- 
ity. The island, 31 miles in length and 
eight miles wide, has one small syna- 
gogue. It has been an American 
Trust Territory since 1950. 

This time. Candiotti has not come 
to the Games alone, bringing with 
him 11-year-old Guam swimmer 
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Yair Lurie, whose father was born in 
Israel. Yair is participating in the 
separate inaugural “Junior Macca- 
biah" for youngsters under 15. 

New York-born Candiotti is a 
graduate of the University of Hawaii 
and in 1961 he was the 78-kilo free- 
style champion there. He now '.kjWs a 
similar title in Guam. He is president 
of the Body Building Federation of 
Guam and a few years ago twice won 
the title of “Mr. Guam" and went on 
to represent the island in “Mr. Uni- 
verse" contests in Manila and Cairo. 

In the l?tb Maccabiah wrestling 
championships Candiotti inade an 
early exit in the Greco-Roman com- 
petition, but he is hoping for more 
success in the 74-kilo class ft ee-stylp 
event. 

Candiotti - who is of Turkish 
origin - is living at the new Kfar 
Hamaccabiah Hotel here, and the 
wrestling championships take place 
in the village's sports halL 

He says enthusiastically. “Condi- 
tions are perfect and have changed 
out of all recognition since my first 
Maccabiah in 1961. The accom- 
modation. organization and training 
facilities could not be better, and the 
comradeship between the athletes is 
tremendous. Everyone is bending 
over backwards to help us.” 

The man from Guam has no 
■ thoughts of retiring. Indeed, .Can- 
diotti is already planning his return 
■to the 13th Games - “but next time 
I’ll bring at least one Maccabiah 
team-mate and two participants in 
the Junior Maccabiah."

Bv FAITH SPECTOR 
REX MOSS was obviously thrilled 
to be back in the clubhouse of the 
Caesarea Golf Club. Everyone, old 
and young, hailed him with affection 
and enthusiasm. He was the centre 
of attention. 

Suddenly somebody asked. “Who 
are you representing at this Macca- 
biah?” 

Moss answered rather sheepishly, 
though with a note of pride: “Au- 
stralia.'' 

There was a burst of laughter. At 
tiie 1965 Maccabiah 1 , he had repre- 
sented Israel and had won a bronze 
medal in the individual competition. 
In 1973, he had come to the Games 
as a South African, had won a silver, 
medal in the team event and another 
bronze in the individual. 

He and his wife Nanette immi- 
grated to Israel from South Africa in 
1962, and their two children were, 
born here, before they went back to 
South Africa. Looking back to those 
days. Charlie Mandelstam, the 
veteran Caesarea Golf Club profes- 
sional, says with a sigh. “Rex was the 
best golfer we ever had. What a loss 
it was to Israeli golf that h? left!” 

An even more heartfelt tribute 
comes from Amar Yaish and Mony 
Alkoby, of Or Akiva. who greet 
Moss with a respect bordering on 
reverence. Yaish is representing* 
Israel in this year's Maccabiah, and 
has proved to be one of the surprises 
of the tournament so far because of 
his unexpected success. 

Yaish say’s. “We were both yonng 
caddies in the early Sixties. Rex was 
the most wonderful golfer we had 
seen. There was nobody to compare 
to him. We used to quarrel over who 
would carry his bag for him. We 
studied his style, his strokes, and 
tried to emulate him.” . 

“We came to Israel 'out of ideal- 
ism." Moss says. “It was just after 
Sbarpevilie. and we wanted to get 
out of South Africa. We were very 
keen Zionists, but we had no money 
and no particular academic training. 
But we heard that there was an aliya 
settlement programme for people 
prepared to go on the land . We loved 
tbe idea of building up Israel with 
our own hands. I was a very keen 
golfer, but I sold my golf clubs for 
£100 before I left South Africa." 

THEY SETTLED on Moshav Bet 
Hever. near Lod. Disillusionment 
came all too quickly. Times were 
hard because of the recession, and 
the moshav was badly run. Moss 
picked cauliflowers, planted pota- 
toes. worked in the apple orchards, 
cultivated cotton, graduated to 
working as a tractorist. Nanette 
worked in the laundry. Their first 
child was born on the moshav. They 
were desperately unhappy. 

He retails. “Lord Rothschild had 
brought about the creation of the 
Caesarea Golf Club, and I could not 
resist the temptation to go to see 
what it was tike to play again. Prof.

Elaine Berman, of Hadassah, a first- 
class golfer, used to fetch me on 
Friday afternoons to take me to the 
course.” 

He and Nanette lasted on the 
moshav for nine months; then they 
left to go to the Ben Yehuda Ulpan. 

“Some of the golfers were El AJ 
captains, like Tom Jones and Danny 
Rosen," Moss says. “Tom Jones got 

the idea that I could work for El Al in 
public relations- Sam Sharrow, from 
New York, the fairy godfather of 
Israeli golf, provided me with a com- 
plete golfing outfit and dubs, as part 
of his dream to promote golf in 
Israel. 

Jones spoke to then president of 
El A1 Yitzhak Ben-Artzi, who 
warned Moss to promote the air 
carrier in hotels - getting people to 
fly El Al. “I trained in the El A1 
offices in Ben Yehuda Street, 
learned all-about pricing, marketing, 
getting endorsements,'' says Moss. 
“I used to call at the hotels, promot- 
ing El AI. Frankly, my golfing con- 
nections helped. 

“So 1 was making a living, bat we 
had acute housing problems. We 
were renting and bad to move every 
year. As I did better and better in foe 
job. and earned more money, we 
decided to buy our own home. We 
applied for a loan to the Jewish 
Agency, but were told that we had 
waited too long; we could only get 
IL20.000. while we needed 
IL40 t OOO. 

“The Keren Kayemet agreed to 
give us ground in Beit Yannai, pro- 
vided we could prove that we had 
money to build. The South African 
Zionist Federation was prepared to 
lend me IL20,000, but it wasn't 


16-minute photo-finsh 


NEW YORK (AP). - Sixteen mi- 
nutes is a “real photo finish" when 
you've just finished a 5,633- 
kilometre foot race across foe Un- 
ited States, says victor Marvin 
Skagerberg. - 

Skagerbeig duelled with Malcolm 
Campbell of Grantham,- -England,': 
for 92 days through 39° heat under 
the desert sun in California, freezing 
temperatures in Utah, and high alti- 
tudes in Colorado. The American 
reached New York last week, just 16 
minutes ahead of Campbell. 

Skagerberg and Campbell only 
rested six days during the race - but 
both said they would be ready to do 
it again in a few weeks. 

“I challenged him to a race across 
America two years ago and it has 
^ken that long to set it up," said 
CafopbelL “I feel ready for another 
race. I just want to beat him.” 

The two ran at a pace of 60kms. 
per day for the first foot race across 
foe continent since 1929. 

The race raised $500,000 in char- 
ity. The money will be used 'for 
scientific research into Lou Gehrig’s 
disease. 

A spokeswoman for- the national 
ALS foundation, a non-profit orga- 
nization, said foe race succeeded in 
making people aware of Lou 
Gehrig’s disease — the popular name 
for Amyotrophic Lateral Sclerosis, a 
degenerative disease of the nerve 
cells that control muscular move- 
ment. 

pehrig became famous as first 
baseman for the New York Yankees 


in the late 1920s and in foe 1930s. 
Stricken by the rare disease, he re- 
tired from baseball in 1939 and 
worked as a parole commissioner in 
New York City until his death two 
years later. 

“Tm disappointed that Marvin has 
. beaten me. But it was a fair race.” 
said Campbell after the close finish. 
“It was all above board and we really 
raced all the way." 

The two runners exchanged leads 
11 times during the race but after 
Skagerberg passed Campbell in 
Princeton, New Jersey, with three 
days left, he never looked back. 

They have been friendly rivals in 
long distance running for the past 
three years. Skagerberg beat Camp- 
bell in a six-day race in 1982, and 
Campbell has been plotting revenge 
ever since.

enough. We now had two children 
and no permanent home. My 
brother wrote to me that things were 
booming in South Africa, so we 
decided to go back, to make a pile of 
monev, and then return to Israel. 
When l told the agency man I was 
going back, he said. ‘Don't threaten 
me. Go!' I gave up the job. we sold 
whatever we had, and we booked 
oar passage- Just before we left, we 
got a message that the Agency bad 
granted us foe loan we needed. But it 
was too late-* 1 

BACK in South Africa Moss pros- 
pered. He set up a wholesale optical 
business, which did better and bet- 
ter. In 1973. be came to Israel as a 
member of the South African golfing 
team, and found that he still loved 
foe country. Despite his succe& in 
business, he and Nanette did not 
want to remain in South Africa. In 
1978, foev came to see if he could 
establish himself in Israel, but he was 
determined that this time he would 
do so on a solid base, which would 
provide an adequate standard of 
living for bis family. 

“It just wasn't there." he says 
sadly. “Israel did not offer me . the 
kind of potential that Australia 
could provide. I knew that in Austra- 
lia I could set up foe same type of 
wholesale optical business that I had 
established in South Africa.'' 

So off to Melbourne he went, and 
again be has succeeded. The busi- 
ness has done very well. He is a 
member of foe Cran borne Club in 
Melbourne. 

“I suppose that I am much less 
idealistic, and more materialistic, 
than 1 was in the early Sixties,” he 
reflects. “I still believe that, if we 
had got that loan in time, we would 
have stayed here and made good. I 
would love to come back, but frank- 
ly, only if I was sore of our standard 
of living. 

“As a new immigrant to Australia, 
I am very grateful for the support 
and friendship which I and my family 
have received there. I'll do my best 
to win the Maccabiah for Australia. 
But I must confess that, with regard 
to Israel, I have a very, very warm 
feeling about everything and every- 
body here. It is a very’ special rela- 
tionship, and, if only some events 
had worked out differently. I would 
never have left at all.''

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Fear of bogeys 


THE chief rabbis too, who probably never even heard of the 
Mormons until recently, have now given their imprimatur to 
the campaign mounted by Orthodox politicians to prevent 
Utah's Brigham Young University from completing construc- 
tion of its university centre on Mt. Scopus. 

For 16 years Brigham Young has been sending students for 
six-month study courses in Israel. It has in these years also sent 
many adult groups for shorter periods, combining study and 
travel in the Holy Land. Throughout these years there have 
been no complaints about Mormon missionizing in Israel. 

Nor were there any complaints last year when the building 
plan for the university centre - having finally emerged from the 
bureaucratic labyrinth - was published in the newspapers as 
required by the law, which also provides 60 days for objectors 
to come forward. 

Suddenly, this year, the witch hunters have made the 
Mormons their bogey. And, ironically, they have Christian 
allies.- The Mormons, the only indigenous American church, 
have long been persecuted and reviled by other Christian 
churches for their "heresy.'” Representatives of some of these 
churches in Israel have jumped on the anti-Mormon band- 
wagon. Not eschewing missionizing in Israel themselves, they 
have simply imported a theological conflict that does not 
belong here. 

But that is the Least of the oddities of the anti-Mormon 


campaign. 

What is most odd is that Jerusalem's Orthodox rabbinic and 
political establishment should show so much fear. Never has 
that establishment been stronger tban today. Never has Ortho- 
doxy been more assertive and self-confident. And yet this 
Mormon university facility suddenly looms before them as a 
vast spiritual threat. •< 

For whom do they fear? Are they afraid that Orthodox 
people would become Mormons? Or that secular Jews, gener- 
ally turned off by all religious institutions, would do so. If that is 
the case, then these Orthodox activists have little confidence 
indeed in the force of their own Jewish values and traditions. 
Rather what they betray is a psychology bred in the Galut of 
fearing the Cossacks, in this case theological Cossacks, that is 
totally out of place in the Jewish homeland. 

That Brigham Young and Mormon church officials have 
given written undertakings against any form of missionary 
activity in Israel apparently does not move them. Nor does the 
16-year record of Brigham Young University’s programme for 
its students here. Nor does the fact that the university centre is 
designed to service visiting Brigham Young students and not 
Israeli students. 

It is a measure of the present condition of Israeli society that 
this kind of religious paranoia, tike the political paranoia 
enunciated by Kach, should strike such chords in the country. 
For paranoia and the fear of bogeys always has more to do with 
perceptions than with facts. 

For just as Kach has stirred up irrational anxieties about an 
internal Arab threat at a time when Israel has never 'been 
stronger, so the religious establishment, going from strength to 
strength, would stir up groundless fears about missionary 
activity. 

Politically, paranoia is often a convenient horse to ride. Our 
own history as a people has enough evidence of how fear of the 
Jew could be whipped up to suit political purposes. 

That the prime target should be the Mormons - a relatively 
small religious group in the roster of organized churches - is 
ironic indeed. Persecuted and exiled in their own history, 
driven to their own promised land in Utah, the Mormons have 
developed a special sympathy for the Jewish People in their 
own Land. 

They also have a special rectitude. When they undertake to 
abide by the law of the land and eschew missionizing, they, 
perhaps more than others, can be counted on to uphold their 
commitment. 

That may not make a dent in the minds of our anti-mission 
zealots, but the irrational directions in which this zealotry is 
taking the nation, should give pause to everyone else. 


FINNISH ACTING PREMIER

by the UN and by the various Unifil 
troop-contributing countries, 
Vayrynen said, adding that decisions 
about the future will depend on 
developments in the area. 

He recalled that when Finland had 
decided to contribute military con- 
tingents to Unifil at the request of 
the UN secretary-general, the Fin- 
nish government had been aware of 
the difficult conditions in the area. 

Vayrynen stressed that Finland 
had contributed troops to all UN 
peace-keeping operations in the 
Middle East since 1956, in line with 
Helsinki's continued support of the 
UN in maintaining international 
peace and security. 

Now that Israel has practically 
withdrawn from Lebanon, what 
solution would he like to see in South 
Lebanon that would ensure Israel’s 
security and what role could Unifil, 
the Shi'ite Amal militia and the SLA 
fulfil? 

Vayrynen believes it would be in 
Israel's interest to give Unifil 
appropriate conditions for fulfilling 
its task. His government is under- 
stood to bold that Israel’s security 
would be best served by allowing 
Unifti's deployment all the way to 
the international border between 
Israel and Lebanon. 


Barring an overall settlement of 
the Middle East conflict that would 
include Lebanon. Vayrynen reiter- 
ated Finland’s view that restoration 
of Lebanon’s stability requires the 
withdrawal of all foreign forces, the 
cessation of local hostilities and the 
respect of its sovereignty, territorial 
integrity, unity and political inde- 
pendence. 

He holds that the sole and exclu- 
sive authority of the government of 
Lebanon should be restored 
throughout the country and that the 
rights of the civilian population 
should not be violated under any. 
circumstances. 

Recalling General Ensio Shlas- 
vuo’s constructive role in the imple- 


mentation of the 1974 disengage- 
ment arrangements in Sinai and on 
the Golan Heights, Vayrynen said 
that Finland has every reason to be 
proud of the general's achievements. 

As to the question whether be 
visualizes a similar role for a senior 
Finnish general in south Lebanon, 
Vayrynen said he believes that in 
peace-keeping operations the issue 
of nationalities is secondary. 

He is confident, at the same time, 
that should the need arise Finland is 
in a position to provide capable men 
for peace-keeping tasks. He recalled 
in this connection that the new com- 
mander of Undof on the Golan 
Heights is Finnish General Gustaf 
Hagglund. 

As to prospects for reviving the 
peace process in the Middle East 
Vayrynen believes that the under- 
standing between Jordan and the 
PLO may have a constructive im- 
pact. But, he cautions, "The peace 
process cannot progress if the parties 
concerned are not willing to negoti- 
ate with each other.” 

"The Palestinians are one of these 
parties,” he stated. "In our view the 
PLO must have a right to participate 
in negotiations on a comprehensive 
solution to the Middle East prob- 
lem.” 

"Flexibility is called for by all the 
parties,” Vayrynen counselled, 
adding “It is of particular import- 
ance to the Middle East peace pro- 
cess that states in the region, as well 
as the leading great powers, lend 
their support to it." 

Asked whether he believes there 
is a better chance to revive the peace 
process with Israel’s present govern- 
ment under Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, the acting Finnish prime 
minister made a point not to be 
drawn into internal political differ- 
ences in Israel. 

He said -only that “a government 
in which the main political parties 
are represented has better possibili- 
ties to reach derisions both on inter- 
nal and external policy questions, 
than a narrow-based government.”

UNFORTUNATELY, this is not an 
isolated instance of such un-Jewish 
teaching masquerading as Tore. Im-

One of the supreme ironies of our 
time is that the rebirth of the Jewish 
state has resulted not in the advance- 
ment of Jewish religious thought, 
but on the contrary, has streng- 
thened forces that can only be char- 
acterized as reactionary. One reli- 
gious genius emerged in this en- 
vironment, Harav Kook, but even 
his words have been misappropri-. 


ated for purposes he would not have 
approved. We have more yeshivot 
than ever, we have a well-financed 
religious establishment, we have ex- 
perts in Halacha. But we have reli- 
gious thinking taught in religious 
schools and which is even accepted 
by the non-religious as authentic, 
that is for from enlightened and does 
not even represent the totality of the 
true traditions of Tora learning. To 
characterize it as medieval is to do 
injustice to the Middle Ages, when 
Jewish learning was highly sophisti- 
cated. To call it fundamentalist slan- 
ders dur sacred writings. 

We have witnessed a distortion of 
Judaism from its own multifaceted 
nature- We are given instead a 
myopic view that ignores most of 
what traditional Judaism has been, 
in order to convey a simplistic mes- 
sage closer to superstition than to 
religion and which is rightly rejected 
by die non-religious. If proof were 
ever needed to justify the pioneers 
who threw off religious observance 


to create a modem Jewish state, 
these statements in the name of 
religion would seem to provide it. 
OF COURSE, the truth is that they 
were not right, at least not in the long 
run. On the contrary, the lack of 
knowledge and understanding of 
Judaism is one of the main causes 
that characterizes so much of Israeli 
life today. The lack of ethical con- 
duct, the violence, the absence of 
respect for varying opinions, the 
crass materialism are all part of the 
secularism that has come to' char- 
acterize our lives. Yet.the simplistic 
answers that the so-called religious 
leaders give, the calls for a mindless 
return to religion, the extreme 
natio nalism that has come to char- 
acterize Zionist religious thinking, 
and the emphasis on rituals over 
morals can only repel sensitive .peo- 
ple who want to find an alternative to 
secularism. 

But an alternative does exist. 
There are intelligent leaders, think- 
ers and rabbis within all branches of 


WHATEVER the strength, pas- 
sions and .political logics of Jewish 
and Arab nationalisms, neither can 
escape the constraint of historical 
and geographical realities over 
which each has no control. 

One such reality is the disappear- 
ance of imperial rule in the Middle 
East. The Ottomans fell at the same 
time as the Hapsburgs, but the pow- 
er vacuum which the disappearance 
of the Ottoman Empire should have 
produced in the Middle East was 
delayed for 20 years because that 
empire, for all practical purposes, 
was replaced by French and British 
imperial rule. From 1945 onward, 
however, an imperial power vacuum 
was created in the Middle East, as in 
Central Europe, accompanied by 
violent and unsuccessful competi- 
tion among the "successor states'" to 
fill it and the permanent danger of a 
major international conflict. 

Another reality is the lack of 
agreement between the two imperial 
powers of our time, the U.S. and the 
USSR, over the Middle East. Con- 
trary to Europe, which was divided 
by the two powers along the Elbe, no 
partition or creation of areas of in- 
fleunce in the Middle East took 
place at Yalta, Potsdam or else- 
where after World War n. The Rus- 
sians, after suffering a serious defeat 
in Iran in 194647, kept a low profile 
in the Middle East until 1955, when 
they reacted to the Baghdad Pact 
with massive arms supplies and aid 
to Egypt. At present, after 30 years 
of jockeying through Arab and

Israeli proxies for exclusive influ- 
ence in the area, Washington and 
Moscow seem to agree with Count 
de Gobineau that "oriental meat is 
delicious - but poisonous.” 

Finally, looking at Palestine in the 
context of imperial power evolution, 
one is struck by the recurrence of 
Jewish political independence (the 
conquest of the Land of Canaan, the 
periods of the first and second Tem- 
ple) coinriding with the waning of 
imperial power (local or imported) 
in the region - Egyptian, Assyrian, 
Hellenic and Ottoman. 

The State of Israel, like its prede- 
cessors, emerged in the wake of the 
crumbling of an empire (the British) . 
Will Israel, too disappear as soon as 
the Middle East is brought again 
under imperial rule or rules? Will the 
Middle East conflicts (Israel v. 
Arabs, Syria v. Egypt, Egypt v. Iraq, 
etc.) reproduce the passionate and 
disastrous pattern of wars in the 
Balkans and Eastern Europe? Judg- 
ing from the present situation, one is 
tempted to understand the predica- 
ment in Kissinger's words, that 
states learn historical lessons only 
when the lessons have become obso- 
lete. 


CONSIDER, however, that the 
Israeli- Palestinian conflict has inter- 
locked the fates of two peoples pos- 
sessing strong national identities but 
in quite different ways estranged 
from their respective Jewish and 
Arab environment. ; 

Consider the extraordinary open- 
ness to innovation which both 
Israelis and Palestinians have de- 
veloped as “diaspora nations.” In 
this perspective one is tempted to 
think (or dream) of the possibility of 
turning their energy from destruc- 
tion to construction. 

One such possibility could be 
neutrality. 

Neutrality is the opposite of neut- 
ralism (the policy of blackmail of the 
two superpowers by weak but 
strategically well-placed states) and 
of neutralization (a euphemism for 
political obliteration). Neutrality is a 
political situation which requires, in 
international law, the sincere will of 
the neutral State to be neutral; its 
effective ability to defend its neutral- 
ity (which is why Luxemburg cannot 
be neutral); and the recognition of 
such neutrality by other states. 

From the point of view of Jewish 
tradition, neutrality has been the 


only permanent (and usually un- 
heeded) political call of the 
prophets. It was a concept dose 'to 
the idea of non-alignment that 
Moshe Sharett defended in 1948 at 
the UN as the basic principle of 
Israel's foreign policy. Internally, 
through a system of appropriate can- 
to nizati on of territory on both sides 
of the Green line, neutrality could 
offer a a practical solution to a “too 
much promised Land”: externally it 
could facilitate the granting of 
guarantees and legitimation by the 
members of that “international 
umbrella" without which Israelis, 
Palestinians and Jordanians cannot 
feel secure. . 


NEUTRALITY cannot be created 
even by the shrewdest diplomats 
since it is the result of a long process 
of psychological, political and eco- 
nomic development, eventually 
crowned by diplomatic agreements. 
But since any journey starts with the 
first step, such a step could be taken 
in the wake of the tragic results of the 
war in Lebanon for both Israel and 
the Palestinians. It requires less 
courage than imagination. Confi- 
dence could be drawn from other

ing weaker, if they are told, official- 
ly, by Israel herself, that lack of 
money and inadequate training may 
make us more vulnerable; if they axe 
led to believe that our morale is not 
as high as it was, they will certainly 
be encouraged. 

All such military information 
should be classified. Tell the world, 
if we must, that we have built or 
acquired new' and better defence 
systems, but never, at any time, even 
whisper that we are not as strong as 
we were.

In 
the last decade there has been an 
effervescence of liturgical publica- 
tion which includes more that I mil- 
lion copies sold of the Gates of 
Prayer and Gates of Repetence , the 
two major prayer books, for the 
Movement; 500,000 copies of a Pes- 
sah Haggada; 100,000 copies of 
Gates of Mitzvah and Gates of the 
Seasons , the two books of mitzvot 
for the Reform Jew. In addition, 
there are many other books, such as

But let him who would 
glory do so in this, that he knows and 
understands me, that I the Lord 
work graciousness, justice and right- 
eousness in the land, for these do I 
desire” (9:22-23).

from that of Switzerland. 

In the 15th century the Swiss were 
a belligerent people divided by lan- 
guage and by parochial conflicts and 
feudal rivalries. Militancy and 
poverty turned them into the most 
specialized mercenaries in divided 
Europe. Then, at the Battle of Mar- 
ginan in 1515, they suffered a 
crushing defeat by the French (as 
another warring nation, the Swedes, 
did at the bands of the Russians at 
Poltava in 1709). These two battles 
became the turning points in the 
histories of these two nations and in 
their political mentality, slowly 
transforming the warring Swiss can- 
tons into a neutral confederacy of 
three language groups, two Christ- 
ian religions, while the Swedish 
fi ghting aristocracy turned into a 
pacified democracy. Both Switzer- 
land and Sweden thus created is- 
lands of progress and civility in the 
midst of a Europe that had been 
obsessed for centuries by religious, 
ideological and economic rifts much ■ 
greater than those dividing the con- 
temporary Middle East. 

Given the apparent inability of all 
parties to convince the others of 
their genuine desire for peace, why 
not begin to think in terms of a 
unilateral declaration by Israel of a 
willin gness to become neutral. This 
could be a move towards overcom- 
ing at least some of the psychological ' 

obstacles on the road to peace.
